DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species I: Figure 10. 
Species II: Figure 11. 
Species III: Figure 12. 

The species are independent or distinct because of the following reasons: 

1/ Species I: is drawn to a method of detecting a shot boundary in a video, which 
includes the step of detecting an abrupt transition from a sharp peak in a sliding window 
of the MAD curve. This step is not required in Species II and Species III. 

2/ Species II: is drawn to a method of detecting camera shaking, which includes 
the step of computing motion energy £ and Variance Varoi a segment of the video that 
is described by the H, V, and R displacement curves and the step of find probabilistic 
distribution of camera shaking and non-shaking along E and Var axes. These steps are 
not required in Species I and Species III. 

3/ Species III: is drawn to a method of characterizing camera motion, which 
includes the step of performing an open operation to remove unstable motions from H, 
V, and R displacement curves and the step of performing a closed operation to remove 
interrupted regular motions. These steps are not required in Species I and Species II. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, there is not a generic claim.
